how to buy, what to buy and 
how to get the most for the 
grocery dollars. 
It is things like this, simple 
to American housewives, but 
completely 
new 
to 
the 
Vietnamese that must be 
learned, Mrs. Jaye pointed 
out. 
Even these people who 
were affluent in their own 
country, have had to learn to 
use air conditioning controls, 
washing 
and 
drying 
machines, and how to cook in 
an American kitchen~in this 
case, 
the 
university 
cafeteria kitchen. 
Dr. 
Robert 
Morris, 
university president, had 
offered a plot of land for the 
people to put in a late gar­ 
den, however, Mrs. Jaye 
said with the total response 
coming in from just about 
everyone, the garden may 
not get started. The men 
must 
take 
driving 
tests, 
learn English and start 
working, and as soon as they 
begin to move out of the 
university, she said the 
garden might have to be 
neglected. 
Food Needed 
“ Food needs are perhaps 
the most urgent thing at the 


moment,” Mrs. Jaye said. 
Thirty cases of food were 
delivered to the university 
Tuesday for the refugees 
from • a 
group of Cuban 
refugees in McKinney. 
The group in McKinney 
have been there between five 
and ten 
years and 
they 
operate the Candlelight Food 


Co. 
Armando Ordanag, the 
owner, said that he and his 
fellow workers knew about 
being refugees and they hope 
that in some small way, the 
food he brought would help 
According to Phan Dinh 
Cho, 
Catholic 
priest 
and 
spoilsman 
for 
the 
Viet­ 
namese, their food needs are 
simple. He said they eat 
bread only at breakfast, and 
for noon and evening the 
meals 
include 
rice, 
vegetables and fruit. 
From 
a 
bystander's 
viewpoint, this is a 
most 
orderly 
invasion” 
at 
the 
University of Plano, where 
the 
Vietnamese are a t­ 
tending classes daily to learn 
the 
language 
of 
their 
adopted country, and where 
they work and clean and try 
to keep busy, while they wait 
for jobs and a chance to 
make it on their own 


Unusual People 
The people who came in 
this all-Cathoiic group are 
also a very unusual group of 
people who bring the culture 
of their country, the faith of 
their religion, and a wealth 
of industrial and white collar 
know-how. 
Each of them attends 
mass at 5 a m. every mor­ 
ning before breakfast, and 
Phan Dinh said they ask only 
for the chance to worship 
freely and to make their own 
way. 
He said none of those who • 
came here want to return to 
Vietnam. While at 
Camp 
Pendleton, it was reported 
that many wanted to return, 
but the priest said there 
were only about 15 persons 
who projected that desire, 
and 
their 
reason 
was 
because of the families left 
behind 
“ As a matter of fact.” he 
said, “ at least two of them 
approached me to ask my 
opinion and I said I could not 
give them the answer, as 
there is no way to tell if their 
families are where they left 
them. But 15 out of 19,000 or 
more is not a very large 
percentage of discontents, 
he added.

The Press and the American Revolution — 
Pressure Used To Establish Rights

In early 
1769 George 
Mason, writing in William 
Rind’s Virginia Gazette, 
asserted “ no ministerial 
mandates 
nor 
circular 
letters, no instructions to 
Governors, nor orders to 
Generals, can oblige us to 
buy goods which we do not 
choose to buy.” The Virginia 
Patriot was expressing his 
support 
of 
’ colonial 
agreements not to import or 
consume British products. 
During the struggle for 
American liberty, 1765-1775, 
the colonists resorted at 
times to various forms of 
economic pressure, which 
they brought to bear on the 
mother 
country. 
These 


measures they hoped, would 
force Great 
Britain to 
recognize what they con­ 
sidered their political rights. 
As early as 1764 there was 
some talk -especially in New 
York and B oston-of op­ 
posing the Sugar Act in this 
way. The next year the 
passage of the Stamp Act 
brought forth more forceful 
efforts to impose economic 
sanctions on Great Britain. 


A g reem en t S ign ed 
Leading 
citizens 
and 
merchants of New York 
signed a nonimportation 
agreement in October, 1765; 
within a few weeks mer­ 
chants in 
Philadelphia, 
Boston and other places 
followed suit. This economic 
pressure, which 
caused 
British 
merchants 
to 
demand the repeal of the 


Stamp Act, was one factor in 
the defeat of the law. 
When the Townshend Acts 
were 
passed 
in 
1767, 
nonimportation and related 
measures were revived in an 
effort to get Parliament to 
retreat again. The broadside 
in 
the 
accompanying 
illustration was an early 
response of the people of 
Boston to the new enact­ 
ments: a number of British 
goods, chiefly luxury items, 
were not to be imported after 
Dec. 31, 1767. 


Soon Providence, Newport 
and New York adopted 
similar agreements. With 
varying 
degrees 
of 
thoroughness 
and 
ef­ 
fectiveness 
the 
nonim­ 
portation movement spread 
throughout the colonies in 
1768-1769.

The production and use of 
American-made goods were 
usually encouraged in these 
agreements. 
Bostonians 
were quite logical 
and 
typical in their economic 
argum ents: the province 
had a “heavy debt” and the 
people 
were 
already 
“subject 
to 
very 
bur­ 
thensome taxes’’; 
“ The 
Balance of Trade 
(was) 
greatly against this country, 
it was necessary to promote 
Industry, Economy and 
Manufactures among our­ 
selves;” and the colonists 
must use commodities made 
at home. 
. 
Confronted by British 
oppression, the Sons of 
Liberty 
argued 
that 
nonimportation agreements 
were absolutely essential. 
By buying British goods 
(particularly those taxed by 
the Townshend Act), the 
colonists would actually help 
the mother country destroy 
American liberty. 
Merchants 
were 
not 
always eager to sacrifice 
profitable business to the 
“ Goddess Liberty,” but 
Patriot leaders pushed them 
into boycotts and then tried 
to enforce the agreements. 
Whatever influence these 
economic pressures had, it 
was due largely to the efforts 
of the ordinary citizenry. 
Newspapers Filled 
The newspapers were 
filled with exhortations to 
“Buy American” and to live 
up to the nonimportation 
agreements. Why not drink 
whiskey 
made 
from 
American grain rather than 
rum distilled from 
West 
Indian molasses?, asked 
Benjamin Franklin. 


Wearing homespun was 
the only thing for Patriots to 
do. Graduating seniors at 
Harvard and Princeton wore 
homespun; 
and 
college 
students became actively 
involved in the boycott of 
British goods. The Newport 
Mercury even suggested 
that the ladies should show 
their patriotism by using 
only “The Snuff of Rhode 
Island.” 


American women were 
called upon to play a con­ 
siderable 
part 
in 
this 
economic warefare against 
Great Britain. They did not 
fail in the effort. Rind’s 
Virginia Gazette carried the 
enthusiastic statement that 
“one prudent mother by a 
struct economy at the head 
of her family, will do more 
for the good of her country 
than five hundred noisy Sons 
of Liberty, with all their 
mobs and riots.’’ 
•Give It Up’ 
A writer in the New- 
Hampshire 
Gazette 
of 
Portsmouth urged female 
Patriots to give up “Tinsel 
Gewgaws and Exuberant 
Fineries,” and to avoid “like 
an infectious disease 
. the 
unmannerly delicacy of 
splendid furniture” and 
“samptuous 
sideboards. 
The New-York Gazette or 
Weekly Post-Boy suggested 
that the ladies would be 
more attractive in “decent 
plain Dresses made in their 
own Country than in the 
gaudy, 
butterfly, 
vain, 
fantastic and expensive 
Dresses 
brought 
from 
Europe.” 
Perhaps, 
the 
paper added, the girls should 
punish the Tories and allow 
themselves to be courted 


only by Patriots; then we 
might “expect to see in­ 
dustry flourish.” 
The Essex Gazette of 
Salem, Mass., reported the 
good news that the patriotic 
women of New York were 
ready 
to 
“ cheerfully 
sacrifice the most darling 
Appurtenances 
of 
the 
Toilet” ; and, with fitting 
fervor, they had exclaimed, 
“Off with our fine feathers in 
a moment if the public in­ 
terest so required.“ 


Im p o rts Decline 
A sharp decline in colonial 
imports from Britain in 1769 
understandably 
distrubed 
the ministry. By the spring 
of 1770 Parliam ent was 
ready to repeal all the duties 
of the Townshend Revenue 
Act except the duty on tea. 
This effort to raise a 
revenue in America had 
been a dismal failure, and 
had also provoked very 
serious controversies with 
the colonies. Boycotts of 


British goods, in part in­ 
spired 
by 
newspaper 
w riters, were not solely 
responsible for Parliament s 
retreat in 1770, but they had 
some 
influence 
on 
the 
decision. 
With the repeal of the 
Townshend Revenue Act, 
nonimportation agreements 
collapsed. When another 
crisis occurred, however, 
the Sons of Liberty would 
again resort to a policy of 
economic coercion.

From 200 Years 
A Week Of History 


( Editor’s Note: This is one 
in a series 
o f articles 
featuring highlights of the 
I nited Slates Army's 200 
years of service to this 
Nation.) 
The 
French 
lend 
assistance, a railroad survey 
co m p leted , a hero is born. 
Patton begins invasion. 
C o n fe d e ra t e s 
a tt a c k 
Washington, D C. and the 
Medal of Honor is created. 
That ’s a lot of history for one 
w e e k -but then again 200 
years is a long time. 
On July 6. 1781, Count 
Roc ham beau and his 5.000 
French 
troops 
joined 
G e n e r a l 
G e o r g e 
Washington’s main forces at 
White Plains. N Y. The 
French had made many 
earlier promises which had 
gone unfulfilled But General 
Washington did not despair 
and his faith was rekindled 
when Rochambeau’s men 
arrived to help win the war 
for Independence. 
It was only 147 years ago-- 
on July 7, 1828- that Army 
engineers completed the 
survey of a route for the 
Baltimore 
and 
Ohio 
Railroad. This was to be the 
first track for passengers in 
the United States. It was all 
part of the mission of the 
Army Engineers to help a 
young Nation grow. 
Joe E. 
M ann-an 
un­ 
familiar name to most of us- 
was born on July 8, 1922 in 
Reardon. Wa. As a Private 
First Class in World War ll 
with the 502d Parachute 
Infantry, he single handedly 
destroyed two Nazi artillery 
positions that had isolated 
his 
platoon 
near 
Best 
Holland. He then moved on 
to destroy the German 
ammunition supply. In so 
doing he was severely 
wounded losing the use of 
both arms. Still he wasn’t 
stopped. He kept fighting 


until he threw himself onto a 
grenade that had been 
thrown to kill the comrades 
at his side. “For gallantry 
and intrepidity at risk of his 
life above and beyond the 
call of duty," Joe E. Mann 
was awarded the Medal of 
Honor A memorial to him 
stands in Holland so people 
may remember his courage. 
It s ironic that on July 9. 
1755-220 years ago - George 
Washington was a colonel on 
the staff of British General 
Edward Braddock during 
the French and Indian Wars 
The British troops were 
ambushed and would have 
suffered a total disaster if 
Colonel Washington’s heroic 
efforts had not rallied the 
survivors for a safe retreat 
Less than 20 years later the 
Colonel would be leading 
forces against the British. 
It has been only 32 years 
since July IO. 1943 when 
General George Patton and 
his Seventh Army began the 
invasion of Sicily 
The 
decision to assault Sicily had 
been made by the Americans 
and British at Casablanca in 
January. 1943. Beachheads 
were established within 
three hours of the landing 
and within two weeks the 
German Army was forced to 
withdraw. 
There 
was 
nothing slow about Patton 
and his men. 
Washington, D.C. came 
under attack on July ll, 1864 
when Confederate General 
jnbal A. Early led his mean 
against the Union capital He 
led his campaign 
with 
boldness and skill and did 
bombard the outskirts of the 
city, but his forces were not 
strong enough to take the 


capital 
The 
Nation’s 
highest 
award for valor, the Medal 
of Honor was created by an 
Act of Congress on July 12, 
1862

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Need we tell anyone that once a waffle 
iron has been seasoned the grids never need regreasing? A 
friend borrowed my wonderful waffle iron, a kind that can­ 
not be replaced, and greased the grids — now they are 
dark, burned looking and smoke when heated. I would cer­ 
tainly appreciate knowing if anything can be done to 
restore them. — Mrs. F.J.K. 
DEAR MRS. J.K. — Grids to a waffle iron naturally 
darken with age. You might clean the grids with a slightly 
dampened steel woo! pad to remove that burned-on fat. 
Brush out all loose particles and then reseason. To do this 
apply a small amount of UNSALTED fat with a pastry 
brush to get in all the crevices. Close and turn on low heat 
for 8 to IO minutes, turn off and wipe away all excess fat 
with paper towels. After each use brush grids with a stiff 
brush to remove crumbs or bits of burned-on batter. — 
POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — When you splash paint on your eye glasses 
don’t use paint remover or gasoline to clean it off. You might 
wreck plastic or even metallic frames. I use toothpaste. It 
removes any kind of paint and leaves the lenses shiny and clear 
with no objectionable odor. — MILDRED. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pointer pertains to a toy my husband 
made for our daughter when she was small and that she still uses. 
Perhaps other handy fathers would like to try it, too. He built a 
plywood stove that had a door for the oven and a pot drawer 
below that. Burners were painted on the top Besides entertaining 
her it was a neat storage place for her tea sets. 
Now that she is too old for this as a toy we have given it a bright 
new coat of paint covering up the “burners” and added a clear 
plastic door knob and drawer pull. Now it is her bedside table and 
holds books and records inside and her lamp on top.
